DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to the RCE filed for application 10/574,535 on April 
12, 2011. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

With regard to claim 13, applicant claims that the axially spaced spur gears evenly share 
the load "by displacement of the wring-fitted spur gear relative to the common spindle during 

operation of the hand held power nut runner." Applicant claims this is disclosed on page 3 of the 
specification. It can be shown, however, that this limitation is not disclosed. 
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On page 3 of the specification, applicant specifically states the following: 

One of the spur gears 36 is rigidly secured to the spindle 38, whereas the other spur gear 
37 has a wringing fit on the spindle 38 for obtaining self alignment with the other spur gear 36. A 

wringing fit of the spur gear 37 as well as the play in the needle bearing 39 will make the two 
planet wheels 36,37 share the load evenly regardless of occurring torsional deflection of the 
planet wheel carrier 32. 

A "wringing fit" is defined as an interference fit, thereby preventing the claimed 
displacement of the wring-fitted spur gear relative to the common spindle. Applicant states that 
the wringing fit and the play in the needle bearing will cause the two planet wheels to share the 
load evenly, however applicant never specifically discloses that the wring-fitted gear can be 
displaced relative to the common spindle. As stated above, by definition, the wring-fitted gear 
should not be able to be displaced relative to the common spindle.
